in the home office at W ashington this 
branch of the governm ent is continu­ 
ally investigating in all parts <>f the 
country such subjects as th** relations 
of capital and labor, the hours of la 
bor, the earnings «>f laboring m« n and 
wom en, and other sim ilarly 
truittul 
tnpii-s. 
What is nun*’, this public in 
stitution is continually striving to pro­ 
m ote the m aterial, social, intellectual 
arid moral prosperity of tin* workers 
(if course these government scouts in 
flu* labor field cannot work in a rut 
Indeed th** force is so m obile and th** 
individual workers so versatile that 
when a serious dispute arises between 
em ployers and em ployes or there is a 
contr«)versy such as that som e tine 
ago regarding conditions in the meat 
packing industry all other work at the 
bureau cart h«* dropped and all hands 
concentrate their attention upon the 
causes and facts of the crisis ot th** 
moment. 
Th** late Senator Hoar of Massaehu 
setts is perhaps entitl«*«! to lie con 
sidered the father of the m ovement to 
have 
Hnole Sam system atically aid 
the cau se of labor. 
It was in 18il that 
Mr. Hoar, then a member of tin* I'nit- 
od States house of representatives, in 
trodueed a bill providing for tbe ap 
point merit of a com m ission to study 
the subject of wages ami hours of 
labor and the division of profits be 
tween labor and capital in the 1 nited 
S tates 
The bill did not pass but the 
ball had been started rolling and final 
ly after much agitation congress 
in 
ISM made provision for a bureau of 
labor as a part of the interior depart

When th** department of com­ 
m erce and labor was organized in 190.1 
the bureau of labor was taken under 
its wing
